Austrians Lose Three Sea- 
planes in Attack on An- 
cona—British Make Small 
Advance Near St. Eloi. 


BERLIN, via London, April 4.—Strong 
French positions southwest of Douau- 
mont and in the Caillette Wood, north- 
east of Verdun, have been taken “by 
German troops, the War Office an- 
nounced today. 

Capture by the British of a mine 
crater at St. Eloi, south of Ypres, 
which the Germans had been occu- 
pying, is also recorded in the official 
statement. 

The official statement says: 

“After powerful artillery preparation 
the British had taken possession of the 
crater south of St. Eloi, which we took 
from them on March 28. 

“In the region of the fortress of Dou- 
aumont our troops, after bitter fight- 
ing, captured, on April 2, some strong 
defense positions southwest and south 
of the fortress and in Caillette Wood. 
They repulsed from the captured posi- 
tions all the enéemy’s counter attacks, 
which continued into the night. Employ- 
ing the exceedingly stfong forces and 
et the: cost of extremely heavy sacri- 
fices, the French repeatedly and fruit- 
lessly stormed the defense positions 
which they had lost in Caillette Wood.

‘FRENCH Soa 
A PART OF VAUX 


PARIS, April 4.—No irfantry attacks 
were made last night by the Germans 
in the Verdun region, the War Office 
announced this afternoon. The French 
continued their heavy bombardment 
miong the Douvaumont, Vaux front, 
northeast of Verdun. The response was 
feeble. There were violent artillery ex- 
changes near Avocourt snd Malancourt. 

THe official communication issued. by 
the War office last night said: 

“West of the Meuse the Germans 
launched yesterday at the end of the 
day . vigorous attack between Hau- 
court and Bethincourt, against our po- 
sitions on the north bank of the Forges 
Brook, which we had exacuated, with- 
drawing to the south’ in the night of 
March 81-April 1 without the enemy per- 
ceiving it. Surprised by a violent’ fire 
directed from our new positions and a 
flanking fire from Bethincourt the 
enziny forces suffered heavy losses 
without ‘having been able to fight.

FORD LEADING IN MICHIGAN 
PRESIDENTIAL PRISSARY 


Is About 3400 Votes Ahead of Senator 
Smith in Detroit and Oue-Sixth 
of Other Districts. 
DETROIT, Mich., April 4.—With re- 
turns received from 205 of the 215 pre- 
cincts in the city of Detroit and approx- 
imately one-sixth of the voting districts 
in the the State outside of Detroit. Hen- 
ry Ford led Senator William Alden 
Smith by approximately 3400 votes, as a 
result of yesterday’s balloting in the Re- 
publican presidential preference primary. 
Figures available were: Henry Ford, 
William G. 


Simpson, Detroit, 2083. 

President Wilson had no opposition on 
the Democratic ticket and the Progres- 
sives had no candidate. 

E. O. Wood, Democratic national com- 
mitteeman, was renominated over Wil- 
liam O. Comstock of Alpena. Charles B. 
Warren, Republican candidate for na- 
tional committeeman, was unopposed. 


150 AMERICAN SOLDIERS TAKEN 
ILL IN MEXICO BROUGHT BACK 


Three Have Died, One a Licutenant 
and the Other a Private, as Re- 
sult of Campaign. 

EL PASO, Tex., April 4.—About 153 
sick American troopers have deen 
brought back ffom the front in Mexico, 
suffering from various ills due to the 
climatic conditions of the Sierra Madre. 
Fighteen arrived yesterday. To date 
three have died, Lieut. Joseph W. Alii- 
son and Privates Jesse F. Laylor and 
James TT. Wakely, all of the Thirteenth 
Cavairy. Wakely of Troop K, jied tu- 

day. 

The base hospital at Fort Bliss in nor- 
mal times provides ample facilities for 
the treatment of 80 men. Since the ex- 
pedition in Mexico began, its resources 
have been overstrained. 

Soldiers who are unable to bear up 
under the strain of mountain campaign. 
ing are brought back in motor trucks 
to Columbus and sent to El Paso by 
train. Most of the men grow better rap- 
idly after their return. 


GOETHALS EXAMINES SLIDE AREA 


Finds Nothing to Warrant Changing

PANAMA, April 4—Major-General 
Goethals, Governor of the Canal Zone, 
made an examination yesterday of tie 
slide area in the Gaillard cut to satisfy 
himself regarding conditions, where he 
said afterward that the situation looked 
even more favorable to him tnan he had 
expected, and that April 15 would re- 
main unchanged as the date for re- 
opening the waterway.

THE AMERICAN EXPEDITION, near 

Casas Grandes, March 29, via truck train 

to Columbus, N. M., April 4.—A daring 

American aviator penetrated farther 

southward yesterday than he had been 

reaching previously, going 50 miles be- 
yond the new base at Namiquipa 

He reported that he observed bodies of 

armed Mexicans at the farthest point 

of his flight. (Guerrero is about fifty 
miles south of Namiquipa, and the flight 
referred to was made the day before 

Col. Dodd’s men descended suddenly 

upon and decisively defeated the Villa 

band at Guerrero.) 

As the Carranzistas report only 
small garrison at that point, the proba- 
bilities are that the aviator .sighted 
forces headed by Villa, and that more of 
his troops are together there than had 
been supposed. 

The aviator’s exploit was hazardous, 
and members of the aero squadron to- 
day said that his flight. was the most 
daring feat of the entire campaign. He 
not only had to contend with high alti- 
tude in a plane of light build, but 
stayed in the air seven hours continu- 
ously. 


Made Report of Find. 
After reporting his find he flew all the 


way to headquarters, only to learn tnat 
Gen. Pershing had gone south. So this 
morning he again flew away to report 
to the General. 

The aviation corps does not take kind- 
ly to the proposal to send them more 
aviators. What the squadron needs if 
not men, but machines, it was explained 
to me today. A dozen more machines, 
with wider wing spread, are’ nesdeT, :t 
is said. The squadron officers are 
hoping that the government will buy 
several machines at once, instead of 
waiting to build them. Four machines 
are now at camp. 

The air squadron uses 150 gallons of 
gasoline daily and 20 gallons of Jubr:- 
cating oil, all of which is being brought 
here 112 miles from the border by mo- 
tor truck.

country freshness. It is hard to. re- 
member that one is in Mexico. Whea 
I went to see Bishop Call, his wife, or 
one of them, pointed him out where he 
was taking his ease on a greensward, 
watching fat cattle graze.

10-HOUR-DAY FOR FACTORY 
HELP BEFORE SUPREME COURT 


Brief That Louis D. Brandeir Started 
to Prepare Filed in Suit Over 
Oregon Law. 


WASHINGTON, April 4-—The §u- 
preme Court was urged today to decide 
that the interest of society demands 
that the employe in the mill, factory or 
manufacturing establishment shall not 
work longer than 10 hours a day. 

The question was. laid before the 
Court tn a brief prepared under the 
direction of Louis D. ndeis until 
his nomination to the Suprefme Cotirt 
obliged him to. withdraw from the task. 

The brief deals with the constitution- 
ality of the Oregon 10-hour law, but 
most, of ite thousand pages are devoted 
to contending that there is a growing 
opinion throughout the world that legis- 
lation is necessary to limit the hours of 
labor in mills and factories. The_ brief

DELEGATES ARE CHOSEN 


They Are Instructed to Vote for 
Roosevelt “First, Last and 
All the Time.”’

KANSAS CITY, April 4.—The Pro- 
gressive State convention, which met 
here yesterday, was politically sig- 
nificant in these respects: 

It was the largest and most en- 
thustastic convention of the Pro- 
fressive party’ in this State, more 
than 100 of the 114 counties being 
represented. : 

There were fewer proxies in the 
convention than in the Democratic 
convention at St. Joseph, although 
the Progressives have no officehold- 
ers, while a majority of the Demo- 
cratic delegates were Federal, State 
or county officeholders. 

It indicated the determination of 
the Progressives to nominate Roose- 
velt for President and a full State 
ticket in Missouri. The delegates to 
the Chicago convention were instruct- 
ed to vote for Roosevelt for Presi- 
dent “first, last and all the time.” 

The adoption of a plank favoring 
national prohibition, by a vote of 652 
to 194, was declared by party leaders 
to be the beginning of a nation-wide 
political campaign against the liquor 
traffic, and the Progressives believe 
this question will be up for discus- 
‘sion in both the Democratic and Re- 
publican national conventions. 


Fight on Prohibition Plank. 
The only fight in the convention 


was on the adoption of the prohibi- 
tion plank. A majority of the dele- 
gation from St. Louis and St. Louis 
County opposed making an issue of 
prohibiton, and fought the resolution 
in the Committee on Resolutions, but 
were defeated by a vote of 12 to 3. 

The St. Louis delegation had 
adopted the unit rule. When the vote 
was Leing taken in the convention 
on the resolution’a hasty caucus of 
the St. Louis delegation was called. 
Before the caucus could take a vote, 
word reached the delegates that al- 
ready enough votes had been cast in 
the convention to carry the resolu- 
tion, and the St. Louis drys made no 
further fight to prevent the vote be- 
ing cast on the resolution. 

Judge Albert D. Nortoni and the 
Rev. John L. Brandt, chairman of 
the legislative committee of the St. 
Louis ministerial alliance, who has 
led the fight upon Excise Commis- 

sioner Rumsey of St. Louis on ac- 
count of the alfeged lax enforcement 
of the dramshop laws, objected to 
being: voted “Wet.” 

However, as the delegation had 
adopted the unit rule, the chairman of 
the convention ruled that their votes 
fwould have to be recorded against the 
resolution 

Mesolutions also were adopted declar- 
{ng for equal suffrage and for military 
frreparedness. 

“We demand that this Government 
jiave an arm long enough and strong 
®@nough to protect its citizens at home 
and abroad on land and sea, and that 
®very country, large and small, be speed- 
fly held responsible for every trespass 
wpon our just rights,” read a resolution 
@dopted without comment by the dele- 
gates. 

The convention indorsed Judge Nor- 
tonk as a candidate of United States 
Benator; Joseph P. Fontron of Kan- 
@as City for Governor; C. C. Bell of 
Boonville for Lieutenant Governor 
@nd Charles W. Fear of Joplin for 
State Auditor.

The Police Board yesterday removed 
the Chief of Police from office for to- 
Gay and took personal charge of the 
assignment of the police for the elec- 
tion.

Two Tickets in Field. 

There are two tickets in the field in 
the mayoralty contest—the Democratic, 
headed by Mayor Henry L. Jost, who 
is a candidate for re-election, and the 
Republican, led by George H. Edwards, 
candidate for Mayor. 

The campaign for Jost has been con- 
ducted by Joseph B. Shannon, one of 
Kansas City’s two Democratic bosses. 
Shannon has had the Police Board work- 
ing a8 an active agency in support of 
Jost, and it was the activity of the two 
Police Commissioners for Jost in the 
primary election that brought about the 
dissension in the Democratic ranks. 

The strong Pendergast faction, which 
controls the Democratic City Commit- 
tee, and several of the big Democratic 
wards, is in open rebellion against the 
Jost ticket, and today is going down 
the line for the straight Republican 
ticket. 

Reed Tried to Help Jost. 
wmator James A. Reed came to Kan- 

- city and spent a week trying to 

‘up the Pendergast faction for Jost, 
failed. John H. Atwood, Senator 
Reed’ s former law partner, in a speech 
last night, denounced the Jost ticket, 
and éspecially criticised Shannon. 
The Pendergast faction lays the blame 
for conditions in Kansas City upon Gov. 
Major. The ‘‘goats,’’ as the Pendergast 
men are called, complain that they 
cannot get a square deal at the polls, 
and that the entire power of the Police 
Department is used against them. 

The Police Board, after ousting Chief 
of Police Hammil yesterday afternoon 
shifted every policeman known to be 
friendly to the Pendergast faction to 
the outlying districts and assigned sShan- 
non men to duty in the Pen:slergasi 
wards. 

The patrol wagons were wut by 5 4. 
m. gathering in crowds of men from tlie 
cheap lodging houses in the Pendergast 
wards, and placing them in cella. 

The action of the Police Board has 
made the Pendergast crowd more de- 
termined than ever to swamp the Shan- 
non ticket. One of Pendergast’'s most 
trusted lieutenants said today to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent: 

“Jost was elected four years ago by

ceived 5700 of it was in the first, second 
and fifth wards, the Pendergast strong- 
helds.

“We are satisfied that Edwards will 
win the election.

It is the story of many weary months 
of suspense while crushed in the ice 
pack and helplessly drifting. It is 2 
tribute to the courage and resource of 
Lieut. Stenhouse, on whom the respon- 
sibility of cormmand ‘vas accidentally 
thrown when Capt. MackIntosh wag left 
ashore, that the disabled Aurora has 
been safely navigated from the ice pack 
to New Zealand. It was therefore with 
intense satisfaction and gratitude that 
the tug Dunedin hailed the explorers 
when the boats met at 3:30 o'clock on 
Sunday morning about 150 miles south 
of Otago Heads. 

Ship Towed to Port. 
A hign sea was running at the tims, 
but a towrope was successfully fixed 
when daylight came and the boats were 
off fér Otago Heads by 11 o'clock last 
night. 
At 8:40 this morning a pilot, a customs 
officer and a reporter, went on board 
the Aurora and wefe received by Lieut. 
Stenhouse. The crew showed unmistak- 
able effects of their imprisonment in 
the ice pack and of the rough weather 
they had encountered since, but they 
were greatly cheered by the renewed 
contuc* with their fellowmen as well as 
by ihe plentiful supply ¢f fresh provi- 
sions brought to them by the tug. The 
fresh food was heartily relished by the 
Aurora’s men, who had been existing for 
montis mainjy on seal and penguin 
flesh. 
Files of newspapers for 
montis were also sent on board the 
Aurora, and the war rews was as 
eagertvy devoured as the breakfast. 


In beginning his narrative, WCieut. 
Stenhouse briefly recapitulated'§ the 
events immediately following the ship's 
departure from Hobart, Tasmania, on 
Dec. 24, 1914. 

After embarking 25 sledging dogs from 
Taroona station with two members of 
the party who had been looking after 
the’ animals, the Aurora proceedei 
south to Macquarie Island, keeping 4 
sharp lookout for the Governmen-: 
steamer Endeavor, which had left Ho- 
bart previously and was then long over- 
due. They saw nothing of her, how- 
ever, and reached Macquarie Island 
Dec. 30. 

After landing sheep, poultry and 
stores for the persons at the wireless 
station there the ship left on the fol- 
lowing day and had a fine run down to 
the South. The first iceberg was sicht- 
ed in latitude 62.40 south, longitude 169:58 
east, and the first line of narrow stream 
ice was pasged through in latitude 64:27 
south, longitude 171:49 cast.

On Jan. i8 a party consisting of Lieut. 
Stenhouse, Joyce, Reichard, Hayward, 
Stevens and Gaze traveled over the sea 
ice to Hut Point to make an inventory 
of stores wuich had been left there by 
the previous expedition. 

Three miles from the ship, Stenhouse 
and Joyce, who were landing, crashed 
+} rough the snow crust cevering a wide 
crack and sank as far as the waist. For- 
tunately, they wore skis, which saved 
them from tvtal immersion. 

After marching two hours further 
‘south, they made camp near Hut Point. 
A wide tida) crack was negotiated Ly 
making a bridge with the sledge; Gaze 
fell in, but was promptly rescued froin 
his dangerous predicament. 

They found the hut snowed up, but 
managed to meke an entrance through 
the window. Here the party was held 
uy three days by a blizzard, then re- 
turned to the ship on Jan, 21. 

The first depot-laying party, compris- 
ing Joyce, Gaze and Jack, with nine 
dogs, left the ship on Jan. 24 with stores 
for Minna binff depot; on Jan. 2 Capt. 
Mackintosh, with H. E. Wild, the expert 
on sledge dugs; Spencer and Smith, 
started with nire dogs for Mount Hoop- 
er depot, 90 miles south of Minna Bluff 
and 175 miles from Hut Point. 

On Jan. 31 the third depot-laying party 
comprised of Cope, Stevens, Richards, 
Hooks, Ninnis and Hayward, left for the 
south with a motor tractor, towing two 
sledges, while another sledge was nauled 
The party aeemed to be in trouble frum 
the start and frequent halts were neces- 
sary. 

Another Blizzard Encountered. 

During the evening a Dlizzard arore 
and the party, making a depot of two 
sledges, went scuth with the other. The 
motor truck still gave trouble, so they 
ran it on safe ice near Hut Point tv 
await repairs. 

They then set out to return to the 
ship. During the evening,. the depot 
being still in sight, two members of the 
ship’s company were sent to examine 
it, but afterward were recalled, the 
ship being in danger from a drifting 
iceberg. 

On the following day men sent out 
from the ship again met the party re- 
turning and they all came aboard. 
Capt. MacIntosh had left a note at 
the hut stating that traveling to the 
barrier was very difficult. He had re- 
turned on account of bad weather on 
the sea ice and had then proceeded 
south again, leaving instructions re- 
garding a safe course to the barrier 
and across the sea ice. Cope’s party 
reported that Joyce and his companions 
were in difficulties off Cape Armitage 
on rotten sea ice, one member of the 
party having returned to the Discovery 
but to tell of the danger. 

On the evening of Feb. 3 Lieut. Sten- 
house pushed the ship into the breax- 
ing pack and picked up the depots of 
the third party, the ice being safe then. 
On Feb. 5 the third party against lefi 
the ship for Minna Bluff by way of 
Hut Point. The ship hung on the edgs 
uf the sea ice four miles north of Hut 
Point awaiting signals, showing the 
party had arrived safely there, but av 
signals were seen. 

Seeking Winter Anchorage. 

On Feb. 7 tre Aurora proceeded to 
Cape Evans to make soundings for a 
winter anchorage. A ftresh northerly 
gale was blowing and driving the small 
ice into the bay and made boat wor« 
impoessible, short handed as they wee. 
und it waa decided not to lay moorings 
at Cape Evans, but to endeavor, accorc- 
ing to directions, to winter the ship t 
Glacier Tongue. 

Strict instructions had been given to 
Lieut. Stenhouse by Capt. MackIntosh 
that on no account was he to attempt 
to winter at Hut Point. The ship was 
held up, but on Feb. 18 it proceeded i” 
the south side of Glacier songue tu 
procure water. During the time she 
was held up continual blizzards pr-- 
vailed and the Aurora was at the mercy 
cx the wind and ice. While waterins 
the ship the southerly wind increased 
and the ice squeezed her against Glacier 
Tengue so she had to leave for tne 
ecpen sound again. A shortage of coal 
and the short-handed crew rendered 
ranoeuvering ship and any investiga- 
tfons to find a winter harbor extremeiy 
difficult. 

Having again mede fast to the Gla- 
crer Tongue, Lieut, Stenhouse endeavoren 
to work in toward Turk’s Head Rock to 
find moorings. The wind having shifted 
to the north, drove the loose pack of ice 
heavily on Glacier Tongue and the ship 
was thrown on the low side of the gla- 
cler. She remained there seven hours 
and a half, receiving a severe buffeting. 
They had to give up the attempt to hang 
near Glacier Tongue owing to the danger 
from icé pack, and the Aurora proceed- 
ed to Cape Evans and dropped anchor 
off Capt. Scott’s hut. 

Shortage of Coal. 

Lieut. Stenhouse embedded two heavy 
spare anchors on shore to use as stern 
moorings for the shortage of coal pre- 
cluded any further attempt to seek win- 
ter quarters. The crew were then em- 
ployed preparing wireless masts for erec- 
tion on the ship. 

On March 10 the anchor dragged and 
the ship set so close to the glacier in a 
blizzard that she narrowly escaped de- 
struction and drifted 30 miles to the 
porthwest, The wind moderated during 
the night and the Aurora steamed 
toward Hut Point and anchored in Dis- 
covery Bay. 

During the forenoon of March 11, full 
provisions for 12 men for two months 


berg near the end of Cape Evans cap- 
sized and caused a tremendous sea. 
which washed away some coal and u« 
number of cases of oil from the deck. 
The Aurora was continually dragging 
ler anchors under the force of the ice 
for her moorings were more than suf- 
ficient to hold her against the force of 
wind. 

The provisions landed and placed ‘in 
the hut for the use of the shore party 
were, approximately, sufficient for tu~+ 
months, but the stores left by the Scott 
expedition at Cape Evans are ample for 
all the shore party’s needs. 

No fears need be entertained for them 
for the food supplies left behind there 
and the other stores at Hut Point, in- 
cluding the new depot. provide provis- 
ions for four months in all. 

There are large colonies of seals in 
the vicinity, and all the huts had their 
available storage filled with blubber and 
meat. A profusion of provisions is to be 
found at Cape Royds, sufficient to sup- 
port 12 men for 18 months. Clothing 
and fuel are limited, but can, with re- 
sourcefulnés®, be made to last until re- 
liéf reaches the men next year. There 
need be no fear of scurvy, for seals, pen- 
guins and gulls supply plenty of fresh

meat. 


Lieut. Stenhouse is especially eager 
that assurances be convéyed to reia- 
tives of the men left ashore as to the 
sufficiency of food.

Served in 1907-9, 

Capt. Aeneas MackIntosh, R. ‘N. R., 
who commanded the Aurora, and is alsc 
in charge of the Ross Sea expedition, 
served in the Shackleton expedition of 
1907-09. On that occasion he made 
sledge journeys and was selected as a 
member of the party which Sir Erne&t 
ed to within a hundred miles of the 
pole, U nfortunately, he met with a seri- 
ous accident and so was unable to be 
cne of the dauntless three who accompe- 
nied the leader on his march. But he 
served throughout the expedition as thr 
navigating officer of the Nimrod. 

Ernest Joyce, who is among the 4u- 
rora party, entered the navy from the 
Greenwich Royal Hospital in 1891, be- 
came a first-class petty officer and 
served in South Africa with the naval 
brigade. He joined the Discovery expe- 
dition from the Cape and did good work. 
When that was over he put in some time 
at Whale Island Gunnery School, but 
finding that too tame for his tastes, he 
left the navy by purchase and joined Sir 
Ernest Shackleton’s last expedition.

|ANSING TAKES UF 
“ALLIES NOTE. ON 
MAIL SEZURE 


Decision on Further Steps, if 
Any Are to Be Taken, Will 
Be Made Later. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—With the re- 


ply of the entente allies to the protest 
of the United States against mail seiz- 
ure before them, administration officials 
today were considering what, if any, 
further steps shall be taken in the con- 
troversy. 

The text of the joint reply was pub- 
lished today. While asserting the al- 
lies’ intention to continue searching par- 
cel post packages for contraband ‘‘con- 
cealed under pgstal folders,’’ the note 
declares that no legitimate letter mail 
had been confiscated nor any treaty 
rights violated. 

The right of the allied Governments to 
search general mail is based, the note 
says, on convention No. 11 of The Hague 
treaty of 1907. The communication calls 
attention to the alleged presence of 
rubber and other articles of contraband 
in mail shipments to Germany. 

“True Correspondence” to Pass. 

In regard to ‘“‘true correspondence,” 
the note says: ‘‘The allied Governments 
will continue for the present to refrain 
from seizing and confiscating at sea 
these correspondences, letters and dis- 
patches, and that they will insure the 
most rapid transition of them possible, 
as soon as the genuineness of their 
character is known.”’ 

The vigorous protest of the United 
States against the treatment of neutral 
mails, was based largely on evidence in 
the possession of the State Department 
that while mails had not always been 
searched at sea, neutral ships upon be- 
ing taken into British ports for inspec- 
tion, had the'r mails removed, detained 
and otherwise interfered with. The re- 
ply does not mention this phase of the 
controversy. 

The protest was in the form of a 
memorandum of instructions to Am- 
bassador Paze at London. It stated 
specifically that the American Govern- 
ment was inclined to consider that par- 
cel post shipments were subject to the 
s:.me treatments accorded goods sent by 
freight or express. . 

In regard to parcel post shipments 
the communication says: ‘‘Merchandise 
shipped under tiie shape of parcel post 
must not. and shal! not, be treated dif- 
ferently from the merchandise shipped 
in any other way.” 

Defend Right te Search Mail. 

The allied Governments assert their 
resht to search general mail in the fol- 
owing language: 

“That the inyiolability of. postal -or- 
respondence, stipulated by. convention 
No. 11 of The Hague treaty, 1907, car- 
ries by no means any prejudices to the 
right of the allied Governments to visit 
and if need be to stop and seize the 
zoods which are falsely deposited in the 
rovers, envelopes or letters contained 
in the mail sacks.”’ 

The text of the allies’ note, as made 

pulic by the State Department, was in 
French, It is about 2000 words long, 
end opens with the statement that the 
“*treatment of postal correspondence car- 
ried on the sea has been during the 
present war, the cause of various uncer- 
‘ainties, :.nd that the allied Governments 
think it wise to dispel criticisms of their 
sourse. 
“At the time of the second confer- 
ence at The Hague in 1907," the com- 
munication says, “the German Imperial 
Government pointed out since the tele- 
graph offered to the belligerents means 
of communication more rapid and saf- 
than the post, there was no longer an} 
interest in considering as*formerly, pos- 
tal correspondences, as able, to consti- 
tute articles of contraband by analogy 
and in impeding their shipment by sei- 
zure and confiscation. 

“This proposition in appearance so 
pacific, having inspired confidence in 
the other powers, they’ adopted this 
viewpoint. The full article of convention 
No. 1), of The Hague, 1907, stipulates 
as is shown, that henceforth postal cor- 
respondence is ‘inviolable’ on the sea. 


“Parcel Post Not Letters.” 

“A first observation must be made 
concerning the parcel post. The sending 
of any merchandise by ‘parcel post’ is a 
way of shipping and transportation simi- 
lar to shipping and transportation by 
means of shipping bills or bills of lad- 

ng, with the diffrerence that this trans- 
portation is undertaken by postal sery- 
ice. eee 

“Such ‘parcels’ can, under no consid- 
eration, be considered as ‘letters,’ ‘eur- 
yrespondence’ or ‘dispatches,’ and it. is 
@iear that nothing can save them from 
the exercise of the rights of police, con. 
trol, visit and eventual seizure which 
belong to the belligerents on the high 
seas in regard to all cargoes. * * * 

“Among other numerous examples it 
fill be sufficient to quote 1302 parcel- 
post packages, containing, together, 
437,510 kilograms of rubber (962,522 
pounds) for Hamburg (steamers Tijuca, 
Bahia, Jaguaribe, Maranhao, Acre, — .n- 
da, Para and Brazil) or again, 69 Lar- 
cele containing 400 revolvers for Ger- 
many via Amsterdam (steamer Galria). 

“Concerning the shipping of letters, 
folders, envelopes or others, entrusted 
to the postal service and commonly 
posted in the postal bags of the postal 
administrations of the countries from 
which the shipping is made, the allied 
Governments called the attention of the 
neutral Governments to the following 
considerations: 

“From Dec. 31, 1914, to Dec. 31, 1916,

Action to Compel Soap Company|Permit Revoked at Request of 
to Fulfill Contract Made Be- {| School Officials and Residents 


fore War Advance Heard. and to Keep Mayor’s Promise. 


A permit to lay a railroad switch 
across Audubon avenue, 60 feet west 
of Taylor avenue, which was granted 
last Tuesday to the Parker-Wasbh-| 
ington Co., was revoked this morn-| 
ing by the Board of Public Service. 
Rails, which were hurriedly placed 
across the streets and sidewalks, 
Wednesday, were ordered removed. 

This newest development was a 
victory for the Forest Park Resi- 
dents’ Association, which for 10 years 
has succesfully opposed the laying 
of such a switch, and for the Board 
of Education, which had “demanded” 
the revocation of the permit. 


Carries Out Mayor’s Promise. 

President Kinsey, at a public hear- 
ing, explained that while the Board 
of Public Service could not see the 
force of the argument used against 
the issuance of the permit, it felt it 
Was necessary to observe a promise 
Mayor Kiel had made to members of 
the Board of Education. The Board of 
Public Service learned yesterday from 
the Mayor that he had promised that 
no permit should be issued without 
giving notice. 

Kinsey said the board had granted 
the permit in a routine way, and 
without the knowledge of the Mayor's 
agreement, 

At the hearing were Dr. J. P. Harper, 
president of the Board of Education; 
Ben Blewett, superintendent of schools; 
Moses Hartmann, president of the 
School Patrons’ Alliance; Alderman 
Barney L. Schwartz of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward, and members of the Twenty-fifth 
Ward Republican Club and the Forest 
Park Residents’ Association. There was 
no debate. 

Feared for Pupils’ Safety. 

The Board of Education contended 
the switch would imperil] the safety of 
pupils attending the portable public 
school on Duncan avenue, between Eu- 
clid and Taylor avenues, and that the 
hoard could not proceed with the con- 
struction of the William Stix School on 
this site 

An attorney for the Parker-Washing- 
ton company said the company’s offi- 
cials had not decided whether to take 
legal action to prevent the removal of 
‘the tracks. 


PRICE UP 300 PER CENT 


Cudahy Packing Co. Alleges 
Waltke Co. Violated Agree-x 
ment to Furnish 750,000 
Pounds. 


Whether the William Waltke Soap Co. 
of St. Louis has to comply with an al- 
leged contract for the sale of its crude 
g)ycerin, a by-product in the manufac- 
ture of soap, at 15% cents a gound when 
the market price has gone upto 45 cents 
a pound will be decided in a suit which 
Circuit Judge Arnold took under ad- 
visement yesterday. 

The suit was filed by the Cudahy 
Packing Co. of Chicago, which avers it 
made a contract with the Waltke Co. 
last July to buy the company’s entire 
vield of crude glycerin for the year 
1°16, deliveries to begin Jan. 1. 

The contract price, 15% cents a pound, 
was a fair market price last July, wit- 
nesses for the plaintiff testified. The 
European war, however, caused glycer- 
ja to advance rapidly. It is used in the 
manufacture of drugs and to make high 
explosives. 

The plaintiff said that the Waltke Co. 
had agreed to furnish at least 730, 000 


amount to $116,250 or $221,250 less than 
what could be obtained at the prevail- 
ing market rate. 

According to testimony the Waltke 70. 
has not made delivery under the con- 
tract and did not answer letters in re- 
gurd to the matter. It was testified 
that in February, when a representative 
of the plaintiff called upon Louis Walt- 
ie, president of the defendant concern, 
io demand that he comply with the con- 
tract Waltke did not say definitely 
what he expected to do, but offered to 
pay to the plaintiff $26,000 to cancel the 
contract. The offer was refused. 

‘Ee. A. Strauss, manager of the gly- 
cerin department of the Cudahy com- 
pany, testified the company has con- 
tracts with munition and other com- 
panies to furnish refined or: dynamite 
glycerin, which is made from the crude 
article in amounts from 8,000,000 to 10,- 
000,000 pounds. These contracts: were 
made by the Cudahy company on the 
basis of being able to obtain the crude 
article on contracts from the Waltke 
and simflar other concerns. 

‘Because of a scarcity of crude glycer- 
in in this country, it would be difficult 
to obtain afiother contract to take the 

place of the one with the Waltke con- 
cern, Strauss said. He said the price 
of the refined article is 60 cents a pound. 

The Waltke company denied that there 
is a scarcity of crude glycerin or that 
the Waltke contract cannot be supplant- 
ed. The defense is that the contract 
is not binding because the Cudahy com- 
pany’s charter does not authorize it to 
dea) in glycerin. It further alleges the 
contract was signed without proper au- 
thority by a Chicago broker in behalf of 
the Waltke company, and that after 
the date of the contract the Cudahy 
company changed its form of incorpo- 
ration, io. eeomellnapeen stripping the old company,

GAVE ‘WASH LOAN 
T0 MISSOURI BANK 


Transaction Was Made to Save 
Kansas City Institution—No 
Money Passed. 


Specia to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, April 4.—Testifying yester- 


day in the -trial of William Lorimer, 
charged with conspiracy in connection 
with the failure of the La Salle Street 
Trust and Savings Bank, of which Lori- 
mer was president, Charles W. Bartlett, 
former bank examiner for Missouri, to!d 
of the alleged questionable assistance 
the Lorimer-Munday Bank gave to the 
American Union Trust Co. of Kansas 
City. This bank was organized in Jan- 
uary, 1911, and closed in December +» 
that year. After his examination of the 
bank, in June, Mr. Bartlett advised the 
officers to stop taking deposits. 

“But it wasn’t closed,’”’ he testified, 
“because a number of responsible mer 
‘onnected with it asked for # days’ 
grace. At the end of that time they 
said they had interested Chicago bdank- 
ers, who had taken a block of stock 
amounting to $300,000. This money was 
supposed to be depositaed in the La 
Salle Street Trust and Savings Bank. 

Credit Withdrawn Same Day. 

“I found that on June 30 the Kansas 
City bank had been credited with 3312,- 
000 by the La Salle bank. This credit 
was withdrawn on the same day. On 
July 3 the same transaction was gone 
through twice. 

“I came:-to Chicago and saw Mr. lox, 
cashier of the La Salle. He said credit 
was given the Kensas City oank on 
June 30, before it had be2n noticed 
that the checks were dated ahead. Thesc 
checks were not dated ahead. He could 
not explain the double entry on July 3. 

“The checks had been made out by 
the Bankers’ Guarantee and Trust Cv. 
in favor of the Kansas City bank. Wil- 
liam Moyer was president of the Bank- 
ers’ Guarantee and Trust, and nad been 
vice president of the Lorimer-Munday 
Bank. 

“Later he went to Kansas City. 
was simply a ‘Wash5 transaction. 
money changed hands. 


Wanted a Day’s Time, 
‘Mr. Munday asked me to wait until 


the next day, when he expected Mr. 
Lorimer. He refused to let me see the 
accounts. I told him I might be able 
to get a copy of it from the office of 
the National Bank Examiner. He said 
I couldn’t because the Senator and the 
Comptroller were good friends. He said 
Mr. Moyer had been on the bank’s pay- 
roll until the preceding September. 

“The next day I submitted written 
questions to Mr. Lorimer and Mr. Mun- 
day. They refused to write down the 
answers. 

“Mr. Munday told me then that Moy- 
er had resigned the preceding January. 
I asked for the date the bank’s cor- 
respondents were notified of Moyer’s 
resignation, for any correspondence re- 
lating to the transaction, for all cor- 
respondence with the president of the 
Kansas City bank and for permission to 
gee the account of the Bankers Guaran- 
tee and Trust Co.” 

The amount of loans of the La Salle 
bank to its officers and their enterprises 
when the crash came was $2,988,743, ac- 
cording to the testimony of Pierre Cole- 
man, an expert accountant. The notes 
of Lorimer and his concerns totaled $1,- 
015,261.

AS IT 1S VIEWED BY 


EDUCATORS HERE 


Proposal of Assistant Secretary 
of Rockefeller Board Both 
Opposed and Approved. 


ITS TRENDS PRACTICAL 


Supt. Blewett Says It Is What 
He Has Beén Working 
Toward for Three Years. 


Heads of universities and school sys- 
tems in St. Louis were asked today by 
Post-Dispatch reporters to express their 
views on the revolutionary ‘‘modern 
school” proposed by Abraham Flexner, 
assistant secretary of the General Ed- 
ucation Board, founded by John D. 
Rockefeller. This new educational idea 
wes explained yesterday in news dis- 
patches from New York. 

In publishing the proposed rian 


the 
General Education Board said ‘ts ~~ TH 
] 


intent was to “facilitate the tria 
promising educational experiments ae 
proper conditions.”” The plan would 
eliminate from the curriculum of the 
modern school all subjects for which ‘‘an 
effirmative case cannot be made out.”’ 
It would drop ‘‘formal grammar, useless 
historical studies, obsolete and uncon- 
genial classics and Latin and Greek.” 

As to what the curriculum would in- 
clude the General Education Board said: 
“Aside from reading, writing, spelling 
and figuring, the curriculum would be 
built of actual activities, in science, in- 
dustry, esthetics and civics. The work 
ir science would be the central and dom- 
inating feature.’’ 

In Line With Western Thought. 

Frederick A. Hull, acting chancellor of 
Washington University, said the action 
of the General Education Board was 
following along the line of modern 
thought, particularly as it is developinzs 
in Western schools and colleges. 

“TIT believe we should take _ serious 
thought before we decide to cut our- 
selves off from the past and forget 
that there was history that preceded thé 
middle ages,’’ said Chancellor Hall. “‘Un- 
fortunately, many educators, in the Mid- 
dle West particularly, will receive such 
a proposal with hearty approval. There 
appears to be a tendency here toward 
confining work to what are being caMed 
the practical studies. 

“Y doubt if the plan will receive any 
support in the East, or that the studic« 
in Eastern institutions will-be materiall . 
modified in response to such a propr.- 
sition. Some of the colleges—Amherst 
for instance—have declared themselve:; 
as out and out cultural colleges. Princ-:- 
ton leans strongly to the cultural sice, 
and few of the Eastern institutions will 
agree to materially modify their curri- 
cula, despite the tendency of institu- 
tions in the West and Middle West t> 
drift away from the humanities as tle 
basis of education. 

“It is an undisputed fact that formal 
grammar does not develop good Englisn 
There is much to be said in favor of the 
proposed elimination of this study.”’ 

Father Otting Opposes Idea. 

Bernard J. Otting, S. J., president of 
Si. Louis University, opposed the ‘‘mod- 
ern’’ school idea and dictated the fol- 
lowing statement: 

‘“**The curriculum,’ 
‘would contain neither Latin nor Greek, 
not because their literature is less won- 
derful than reported to be, but because 
its present position in the curriculum 
rests upon tradition and assumption.’ 

“Upon tradition. yes: upon assump- 
tion, no. Upon a tradition based upon 
the experience of ages of intense spe- 
Cilalization in educative work by men 
who knew'men’s nature, and revered its 
worth too highly to be content to turn 
him into a machine which will do thus 
and so. 

“Had Mr. Flexner a fuller concept of 
the teaching profession he would realize 
that the ‘actuality’ which is the boast 
of the modern school is but a sounding 
term, and that they who use it most are 
prone to forget that the broad general 
principles of education remain nnd must 
remain unchanged. The wise teacher 
does not lend himself to acclaim each 
new ‘experiment’ in the science of teach- 
ing, simply because he is told that it is 
the choicest product of modern thought. 

“The Rockefeller Fund has forced 
many very debatable methods upon us 
and its millions may make possible the 
undesirable novelty Mr. Flexrer now 
proposes, but we are confident that the 
traditional culture of the old school 
will not yield its place without u stren- 
uous struggle. Novelty, Mr. Flexner 
cught to remember, is even a coider rec- 
ommendation than age, especially today, 
when advertising is fairly cheap, and 
when, like the decadent Greeks, negiect- 
ing our fund of fairly-tested knowledge, 
we are desirous of learning ‘new 
things.’ "’ 

Blewett Approves General Pian. 

Ben Blewett, Superintendent of _ Pub- 
lic Schools, approved the general plan 
of the modern schoo! as outlined by the 
General Education Board. 

“It is just what we in St. Louis have 
been working toward for the last three 
years,” he said. “And when our next 
course of study is put out I think the 
people will see the difference. 

“It is our policy to include nothing tn 


the course of study that will not be of! 


direct service to the pupil. I agree vith 
the General Education Board that .no 
subject taught in the schools should 
rest upon tradition and assumption. if 
Latin and Greek are’ to be taught it 
shoulé be because they open up a great- 
er literature and not because of tradi- 
tion, 

“The formal’ study of English gram- 
mar ghould be eliminated. It is true 


that one cannot be taught by rule tol

fs. Railway Postal Olerk’s Exacting Duties. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In. answer to letter from “One Who Knows” re- 
garding Government pensions, “One Who Knows” 
proélaims himself as ignorant on the subject of 
Government employes. As a railway postal clerk 
I question the correctness of this critic’s state- 
ment that he is personally acquainted with 10 
(or . even one) postal employe, who works only 
10 er 12 days per month, unless it be a substi- 
tute, who works only on special assignment, or 
when some other clerks lay off. If, however, 
there is any clerk working only 10 or 12 days per 
month, it is because of the great mental and 
physical strain to which he is subjected while on 
duty. Clerks report for duty from 2 to 4 hours 
before departure of trains and work under high 
pressure continuously on a moving train for from 
10 to 12 hours, with scarcely time to eat. The na- 
ture of the work is such that the Government 
recognizes the necessity for a lay-off period for 
the purpose of rest and study. Without this lay- 
off not one clerk in 100 could do effective work 
for 30 days conagcutively. And the lay-off clerks 
are by no means idle. They have from 10 to 40 
echemes of distribution to keep corrected from 
current weekly orders, schedules to correct, reg- 
ister records to check up, official corrercpondence 
to answer, slips and register cards to prepare for 
next series of runs. Besides this, at least twice a 
year they must prepare for an examination on 
knowledge of dispatch of mails, railroad sched- 
ules and postal laws and regulations, including 
handling of registered. mails and all classes of 
ordinary mail matter. There is no work more 
arduous or exhausting, while the knowledge ac- 
quired is of no practical benefit in any other oc- 
cupation. 

Waiving the matter of education (although no 
ignoramus tan make a satisfactory grade in the 
elvil service examinations), which is not essential 
in this connection, suffice it to say that Congress-

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A PIKER IN RAILROAD ROBBERY. 

Alas, @ prominent banker of Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, is wanted for alleged complicity in a 
train robbery! Federal officials accuse him of 
having financed a band of highwaymen and 
participated in their profits to the extent of 
$100,000. That a nice, respectable banker, with 
a white vest on, would do that sort of thing 
shocks our moral sense, yet the news somehow 
It is not the first railroad 
hold-up perpetrated by bankers. The banker 
rarely enters the train with a mask on anid re- 
volvers in hand to relieve passengers of cash and 
trinkets. Nor does he blow up the express car. 
Disdaining petty larceny, he arms himself with 
stock, bonds, lawyers, proxies and things like 
that, holds up the Board of Directors, and walks 
off with the whole road. 
A railroad that loses only its small change and 
a few watches gets off light when the robber is 
a banker. 


HOLLAND'S ORITICAL POSITION. 

As a neutral, Holland has had to bear many 
indignities at the hands of both Germany and 
Great Britain. It has lost 28 vessels by German 
submarines, warships and mines, some of them 
in its own waters. In disregard of its right its 
mails and its commerce have been held up and 
overhauled by the British. On both sides it has 
been at the mercy of belligerent Powers, ostensi- 
bly intent on wounding each other, but not hesi- 
tating to strike at their common neighbor in its 
neutrality. 

A weak nation, in a dangerously exposed posi- 
tion, it has been always obliged to consider first 
its own self-preservation. Surrounded by war it 
has not been unmindful of the opportunities 
created by the necessities of other European 
countries. For 20 months prudence has dictated 
that it keep its forces in a state of readiness for 
any emergency. If a situation has suddenly arisen 
to cause it to anticipate that it may soon become 
involved in the war, it must have adequate rea- 
sons for discarding its policy of caution and for- 

e and sacrificing the material advantages 
by which it has richly profited. 

If liland were to range itseif with Germany, 
the certain result would be that the seas would 
be immediately closed to its ships and its ports 
would be effectually blockaded by the British 
navy. This would come near meating suicide to

But Holland has 
so far proved itself too level headed to make it 
seem possible that it would plunge into war ex- 
cept in the final necessity of defending its na- 
tional existence.

SHORT SHRIFT FOR YUAN. 

Tang Shao Yi, first Premier under the Chinese 
republic, strongly advises Yuan to “accede to the 
wishes of a large majority of the people of China 
and retire from office.” According to Tang, 
things are in the worst possible way. The de- 
cree restoring the republic did not help Yuan any 
among the republicans, who are as bitter and 
as much resolved to push their revolt as ever, 
while it alienated the monarchists. 

Where are those American friends of Yuan’: 

who brought him and the country almost to 
ruin? They declared that a monarchy was the 
only thing for China and advised him to make an 
Emperor out of himself and then scuttled home to 
their professorial chairs to write magazine articles 
on China’s unpreparedness for popular covern- 
ment, They could not give much help now to ths 
unfortunate Yuan, whom they misled and victim- 
ized so shamefully. But they might at least go 
back to Pekin and console with him and share 
the fate into which they have plunged him. 
This Li Yuen Heng, in whose favor Yuan is 
urged to retire, is the Thomas R. Marshall of the 
Chinese republic. As Vice President he would 
naturally succeed to the presidency if Yuan re- 
signs or those things happen to him which it is 
said will happen to him, in case he does not re 
sign. China is thus starting with a higher ap- 
preciation of the utility and value of vice pres- 
idency than prevails in most republics.

A Post-Dispatch reporter today asked 
Chief of Police Young how the order, by 
which uniformed policemen make night- 


ly visits to respectable cafes to count 
the number of women present who are 
served with drinks, came to be issued, 
and what was the reason for such an 
order. 

It came about, Chief Young said, after 
President McPheeters of the Police 
Board relayed to Chief Young the Gov- 
ernor’s order that he wanted all ex- 
cise regulations enforced. Chief Young 
then issued a general order for the rigid 
enforcement of saloon laws, which con- 
tained this paragraph: 

‘“‘As the first step in this matter you 
will prepare at once and forward to this 
office lists giving the locations and 
names of owners of all saloons in your 
district who are operating what are 
commonly known as winerooms, or any 
saloons permitting ~vomen to congregate 
therein, or drink in such saloons.”’ 

At a conference with police captains, 
Chief Young verbally amplified this 
paragraph by telling them it was di- 
rected at a number of winerooms oper- 
ating under a restaurant license, for 
the primary purpose of selling drinks 
and the secondary. purpose of selling 
food. A number of backrooms of sa- 
loons, the Chief said, had been fur- 
nished for this purpose, to cater to 
women.

U.S. WILL PROSECUTE MAN WHO 
HELD UP SHIP AS A PIRATE 


If Convicted, Hudson May Be Sent to 
Prison for Life—Had Been Held 
for Observation. 

NEW YORK, April 4.—The United 
States Attorney-General today notified 
the Federal authorities here that a for- 
mal charge of piracy on the high seas, 
for which the penalty upon conviction 
is imprisonment for life, is to be pre- 
ferred against Clarence Reginald Hud- 
son, alias Ernest Schiller, the German 
who, unaided, took rossession of the 
British steamship Matuppo after it had 
left New York last week for Europe. 
The United States District Attorney 
here was requested to have Hudson re- 
moved to the jurisdiction of the Wil- 
mington (Del.) Federal authorities for 
trial in that district, where Hudson was 

first imprisoned. 

Prior to the receipt of this message 
Hudson had been arraigned in a po- 
lice court and sent to Bellevue Hos- 
pital for observation for 10 days, at the 
request of the State authorities, in 
whose care he had been placed after it 
had been decided that he had not com- 
mitted a breach of Federal laws in this 
district. : 

County District Attorney Swann said 
he would begin proceedings immediately 
te have the Police Magistrate’s decision 
rescinded and Hudson removed to Wil- 
mington.
